Cagle, klan constable, who was slain 
during the last riot in February 
which resulted in troops being sent 
to Herrin and Marion. 


It was reported that a band of men 


attacked the Shelton brothers on the 
street, which resulted in a general 
riot between the klansmen and anti- 
klan forces. It was also ssid that a 
number of St. Louis gangsters were 
in Herrin and participated in the 
shooting. 


In addition to. the charge of mur- 


der resulting from the killing of 
Cagle, -the Shelton brothers are 
under Indictment charged with an 
attempt to kill S. Glenn Young, klan' 
leader and dry raider. 


Young and his wife weer shot on a 


road near Okawville on May 23 as 
they were driving along a road in the 
river bottom. Mrs. Young was par- 
tially blinded by a bullet and Young 
was shot in the leg.- 
N Young is in Atlanta, Ga., for treat- 
ment for this wound. Last night he 
appealed to the Atlanta police for 
protection, declaring that he had 
been informed that a band of Herrin 
gunmen were enroute tc- Atlanta to 
kill him, it was said. 


Numerous charges 
are pending 


against Young here as a result of 
the liquor raids he staged In "bloody 
Williamson county." 


Some of these cases have been 


called in the last few days, and 
when he failed to appear, bonds he 
had given amounting to more than 
$41,000 were forfeited.

huge crowd which gathered outside 
the station and along the Pennsyl- 
vania avenue to the white house in 
which women predominated, gave 
the Prince "of Wales a tumultuous 
cheer as he drove slowly by. 


Wales was dressed in a dark blue 


•ult, grey bat and blue shirt with 
collar to match. He acknowledged 
the ovation given him with smiles 
and nods. 
Precautions not usually taken even 


, for the president of the United 
i States were enforced by pplice for 
r the arrival of the prince at the re- 


quest of the state department. 


To prevent "mobbing" injustices 


such as it is reported here Wales 
was subjected to on arrival in New 
York, the public was kept at "ex- 
treme distances from the royat heir. 
No one was allowed in the great 
concourse of the Union station, not 
even newspapermen, tho it Is usual- 
ly crowded when a president arrives 
or departs. 


The drive from the station to the 


white house was patrolled by every 
available policeman in the city. 


President Coolidge met the prince 


and Hughes ^at the door and con- 
ducted them -to the blue room, where 
Mrs. 
Coolidge and John Coolidge 


were presented. 


Hughes met the 
prince 
as he 


stepped off the train with members 
of his suite and J. Butler Wright, 
assistant secretary of state. He was 
driven from the station to the white 
house in the president's own car. 
The prince acknowledged-the cheer 
the crowd sent up on his appearance 
at the president's entrance to -the 
station with a nod and a smile. 


As the party drove thru the cap- 


itol grounds the prince craned his 
neck to see the capitol dome. Be- 
hind the party trailed about 
fifty 


cars, mostly filled with girls. 


The route was lined with govern- 


ment workers just out from their 
offices on their Saturday half holi- 
days. One man broke thru the po- 
lice line waving a British flag and 
ran right up to the prince's machine. 


Hughes stayed with the president 


and the •prince until just before 
lunch was served and then left The 
members of the prince's suite were 
entertained by officials of the state 
department. Only Wales, the presi- 
dent, Mrs. Coolidge and John were 
present at the white house luncheon.

Kelly was sentenced in 1919 in Norti 
Dakota for a term of one year for 
robbery. He was arrested in Denver 
In 1921 for highway robbery.

Omaha Federal Judge Says Writs 


of Error and Supersedeas Used 


to Intolerable Extent. 


OMAHA, Aug. 30.—The misuse of 


the process and procedure of the 
courts whereby persons convicted of 
violations of the criminal laws, es- 
pecially the statutes governing pro- 
hibition and narcotic law enforce- 
ment, obtain indefinite delays after 
boing sentenced, on 
the- basis of 


writs of error and supersedeas, has 
reached the stage where it has be- 
come-intolerable, according to Fed- 
eral Judge John McGee who stated 
his views in regard to the alleged 
abuse in a memorandum handed 
down August 27 to explain his rea- 
sons for denying a writ of error and 
supersedeas to John Rufftno, sent- 
enced to three .years in prison by 
Judge McGee in June for violating 
the prohibition laws. 


"The practice of granting writs of 


.error and supersedeas to persons 
convicted of violating the prohibi- 
tion and narcotic laws," said Judge 
McGee in explaining his course of 
action in denying the application, j 
"without examining the records and ( 
weighing the- reasons therefor, re-1 
suits in the elimination of the ele- 
ments of promptness and certainty 
in the enforcement of the criminal 
laws and has a tendency to breed 
contempt for law enforcement gen- 
erally. At the present time the con- 
ditions resulting from this practice 
have become intolerable." 


Judge McOee cited the instance of 


twenty-six cases of liquor law viola- 
tors in Minnesota, over five years, 
m which writs of error and super- 
sedeas were granted. 
Only sixteen 


these cases have been disposed of 


during the five years. Four were 
affirmed. There were no reversals. 


By resorting to writs of error in 


the four cases mentioned, the judge 
stated that a delay was obtained, 
which, computed from the day the 
sentences were imposed to the day

Until pro- 
duction is brought more nearly into 
line with consumptive demand there 
can be no permanent betterment in 
the agriculture situation. Under the 
stimulus of war time demand 
our 


wheat acreage increased from forty- 
seven million acres, which was the 
average for the period from 1909 to 
11913, to nearly 
seventy-six 
million 


acres in 1919, since which time thfere 
has been a substantial decline, but 
the 1923 acreage, altho 29 per cent 
below the maximum, still shows an 
increase of six million, four hundred 
thousand acres, or 13 1-2 per cent 


in a country comprising as -vast an 
area as the United States. 


Co-operative Marketing. 


The del>elonment of the practice 


ot co-opeiatn-e marketing must pro- 
ceed slowly and upon sound lines.

Restricted Immigration. 


As to restricted immigration, con- 


sidering the two periods of before 
the war and since the war, the dif- 
ference in the number of immigrants 
is not yet such as to be a real factor 
in the difference in labor costs. Oth- 
er rsasons have operated there, in- 
cluding the proper organization of 
labor for its own protection. 


Pair consideration of all the ele- 


ments in the situation leads one to 
the conclusion that the great under- 
lying cause for the recent depres- 
sion in agriculture has been the con- 
ditions resulting from the world war. 
. Agriculture has always suffered as 
a consequence of war. It was so in 
the United States following the revo- 
lutionary war, beginning with the de- 
pression of 1785; following the Na- 
poleonic wars, beginning with the de- 
pression of 180S; following the civil 
war, beginning with the depresson 
r»f 1R73: and following the world war, 
beginning 
with the 
depression of 


1921. Indeed, during the present pe 
riod after the world war, the distress 
in agriculture was not more acute 
than in the periods after the civil 
war and the Napoleonic wars. 


A period of war at first greatly 


stimulates agricultural 
production 


The increase in the demand for ag- 
ricultural products and the inflation 
of credits 
which 
accompany war 


creates a situation which brings its 
own reaction. When, after war, reac- 
tion manifests itself, aspit does in 
general industry as weir as in agri- 
culture, agriculture as a rule revises 
more slowly than 
other 
industry. 


This is chiefly because agriculture is 
an industry whose entrance is more 
widely open to the detached individ- 
ual and no effective precaution ex- 
ists for safeguarding it as a whole. 


Upon the restoration and reten- 


tion of the normal relationship be- 
tween the prices of farm commodi-, 
ties and other commodities and serv- 
ices depends the permanent prosper- 
ity not only of the agricultural in- 
dustry, but of the nation. In the 
midst of the agricultural crisis thru 
which we have been passing, the 
leaders in thought and^tlon among 
the farmers of the United States

The worst calamity 
that could 


happen to American agriculture 
at 


this time is the adoption of au un- 
workable plan. 


The difference between an eco- 


nomic and an unwise political set- 
tlement of what is to be done lor 
American agriculture thru new leg- 
islation, is the difference 
between 


success and lailure. There must be 
most careful consideration of the ap- 
plication of economic principles, and 
close calculation of the probable ef- 
fectiveness of any proposed remedy. 
The Immediate political exigencies 
ot the great political parties in this 
campaign would be settled if they 
could make the American agricultur- 
alist believe in the fulfillment of an 
unfulfillable promise. But this must 
not be made, a matter of political ex- 
igency. It must be considered with- 
out prejudice and from every stand- 
point. 


After two years ot discussion up- 


on this subject, as extensive as was 
ever devoted in the United States in 
the same space of time, to an eco- 
nomic problem, it is at present clear 
that there is no consensus of either 
agricultural or economic opinion up- 
on any of the proposed legislative 
remedies now under consideration. 
Under such circumstances, the same 
common sense method of procedure 
which led to the settlement of the 
difficulties of Europe should be fol- 
owed in the search for the settle- 
ment of the American agricultural 
problem. 


The American farmer-has present- 


ed his case from the calm stand- 
point of considered reason, of bal- 
anced judgment, with due considera- 
tion of all the elements of fact in 
:he situation, with due regard 
for 


the just claims of others, with the 
resolve that right for him should not 
Involve wrong for anyone else, with 
a relaxation that a crisis demands 
the facing of realities fearlessly. 


What is demanded at the present 


time is the consideration

A Victorian Liberal. 


The speech of acceptance -which 


John W. Davis delivered at Clarks- 
burg, West Virignia on August 11 is 
the work of an intelligent, fluent and 
well-intentioned man who Is entan* 
gled in the meshes of a dialectional 
and practical predicament the inex- 
orability of which he does not 
grasp, says The New Republic.) It 
is a smoothly written address, which 
at times is vigorous, which i$ in- 
tended to be scrupulously fair' and 
candid and which succeeds, without 
' effort in being urbane. Mr- Davis 
is above all a gentleman. He is 
moderate, capable, conciliatory, non- 
contentious and sincerely desirous 
that reason and the will of God 
shall prevail in human affairs. 
In 


all these respects he suggests an 
English statesman of the "Vrictorian 
epoch; and if he lived among a peo- 
ple and during a period which was 
in need of laisse-faire liberalism, 
tempered by a lack of dogmatism 
and a mild aspiration for 
human 


welfare, he would possess the infe- 
diately important qualifications for 
political leadership. As it happens, 
however, he lives at a time in which 
liberalism, as it was conceived by a 
Jeffersonian democrat or a Victorian 
Englishman, has ceased to be a pro- 
gressive leaven, and he lives among 
a people who have grim reasons for 
inquiring why at this date Mr. Davis 
asks them to trust to the democratic 
party the adaption of a socialized 
democratfc ideal to the condition o* 
a 
modern 
industrial state. 
Mr. 


Davis's political and economic phil- 
osophy is emascuiau-d by an irrelev- 
ance whose amiability providrs no 
compensation for its unreality.

MEN AND THINGS 


Propaganda assumes so many different 


forms in these days when the art of manufac- 
turing and distributing it has become so well 
developed that it is often difficult to detect it. 
The object of it is to persuade you to a course 
of conduct that previously you had no inten- 
tion of following, quite often in support of 
some movement you had never heard of be- 
fore. 
This may not be so bad for us as it 


•would seem. It may lead to a wider use of 
common sense, because it calls for a greater 
exercise of it. 
The destiny of a man or a 


nation is not endangered as long as his com- 
mon sense has not atrophied. 


Anything connected with the business or 


art of writing intrigues us for a very .natural 
reason, but we have never yet been able to 
definitely make up our mind whom we regard 
as the greatest genius, the fellow who picks the 
titles for books, the one who invents names for 
Pullman cars or the chap who writes the pop- 
ular music of the day. If genius be nothing 
more than taking pains we suppose we ought 
to bar the last fellow for assuredly it would be 
difficult to prove that any deliberate or con- 
scious action of the mind is ever employed in 
that -work.
